It cannot be said that 
pre-emption after'an adverse bid is 
never advisable, but it safely can be 
said that it is not apt to be effective 
unless It be carried to a dangerous ex- 
treme.

which applies in the case of No. 1. It 
la very apt to shut out East, as West's

Sanitation Is Big Problem 


Because of Lack of Facil- 
ities Found in Cities 


APPLETON POST-CRESCENT 


Madison—(A>)—There will be nearly 


100 summer camps for boys and girls 
in tho. state during the next few 
months, the state board of health has 
found. The board wants these camps 
to Jbe kept in the best sanitary con- 
dition as a safeguard to tho health 
and pleasure of the youngsters who 
are to be entertained in them. 


• Tho summer camp is endorsed by 
the state health heads for the thou- 
sands,who are expected to use them. 
The board today expressed approval 
of the change of routine, the health- 
ful properties of open-air life, and, the 
recreational value of the camps, but 
urged also that the factor of main- 
taining the health 
built, up at the 


camps be considered. 


Being generally outside of city \va- 


ter and sewage areas, safeguards in 
the camps must be numerous and ef- 
fective. 


Dr. C. A. Harper, state health of- 


ficer, said field workers of the state 
board made inspection of all camps as 
far as time and funds permft, but lack 
of a specific appropriation for this 
work, camp supervision is limited to 
periodical inspection. 


The principal 
camp sanitary 
re- 


quirements are outlined by Frank R. 
King, domestic sanitary engineer, of 
the board. 


"One of the first essentials in loca- 


tion of a summer camp," ho said, "is 
a body of water unpolluted by domes- 
tic or trade wastes. Drainage should 
be according to accepted principles, 
with the flow away from the well and 
living quarters. Every camp water 
supply should be analyzed In a state 
laboratory. Cross connections should 
never be installed. In case of private 
water 
distribution 
systems, 
there 


should be rigid avoidance of cross 
connections with lake or river. 
In- 


stances are known where such con- 
"nections have been made to replenish 
the well supply, at the cost of illness 
and unfavorable publicity. It is better 
to drill deeper or build a second well 
than to resort to so dangerous an ex- 
pedient as a lake connection. 


"For camp wells, driven points to 


ft depth of 25 feet or more are advised. 
The pump should be attached to the 
well so as to prevent surface water 
or underground seepage from reach- 
ing the source of supply. Where the 
situation is unfavorable for a driven 
point, a drill well, cased for 50 feet or 
more, 
with 
the casing 
extending: 


above the ground surface, and the 
ground sloping from the well, should 
be chosen. 
The well should be pro- 


tected by a concrete platform to prc- 
•"vent surface wash entering. 


"The modern summer camp uses 


the most approved 
sanitary equip- 


ment, with water connections and sep- 
tic tank disposal where possible. 
It 


is obvious that running water, afford- 
ing handwashing facilities, add much 
to safety and health of campers. 


The state health boards also rec- 


ommends that camp managements 
provide a camp physician.

Recently, too, we have had a significant 
mass of books and stuff published about middle age 
and how to keep well after 40 and all that, though 
so far as I am aware no one has ^seriously suggested 
that a new specialty be ktunched'to provide for doc- 
tors who would deal exclusively with middle aged 
patients or their troubles. I am not facetious about 
doing away with these alleged specialties. If we are 
Justified in retaining these specialties as they are 
now arranged, then-it would be only fair and con- 
sistent to provide specialties also for doctors who 
desire to treat nothing else than the complaining of 
blonde young ladies or .pimpled youths or,plump 
matrons or husbands afflicted with second mort- 
gages.

There will be similar 
relief if and when Governor Smith re- 
teives the Democratic nomination. "Dark 
horses" are not presently popular.

Mr. Lipp- 
mann undertakes to define the teach- 
er's 'position in the conflict between 
fundamentalism and 
modernism 
In 


religion and between 
traditionalism 


•xnd science in the field of history. 
He chooses the teacher because it "is 
the teacher who is most immediately 
involved. It is ah issue that faces 
nearly every teacher in the land in 
some, form or other. For some it has 
meant a loss of position and income; 
for others it has meant intellectual 
dishonesty; for all it has meant new 
problems and mental scarchings. 


Mr. Lippmann points out that a 


teacher is not a pure scholar and 
it will'not do for any teacher to as- 
sume he is a pure scholar who must 
ignore the ignorant people complete- 
ly and hitch his wagon to abstract 
truth. The very "fact that" he is a 
teacher puts him under 
obligation 


to keep In mind the limitations and 
even the prejudices of the pupils he 
teaches and their parents, who are 
ortly an extension of the pupils. In 
other words, in .a -controversy about 
fundamentalism he must regard thc 
prejudices and limitations 
of 
the 


general public of his community as 
one of the elements of his job. 


Mr. Lippmann 
proceeds 
to set 


forth, in his capacity as the devil's 
advocate, what the ideas are., on 
which the opposition to the teaching 
of evolution are based. He sets them 
forth very well, better. I believe, that 
Mr. Bryan ever did. AVllen a man 
like the late Mrd Bryan assumes the 
task of statin? the case for his con- 
stituency he is likely to substitute 
rhetoric for logic, as in the Common- 
er's famous phrase that he was more 
interested in the Rock of Ages than 


meant exactly nothing. 


Mr. Lippmann, on the other hand, 


intellectually in sympathy with the 
other side, states his case with some- 
thing. like scientific carefulness of 
phrasing knowing, like an, attorney, 
every objection that will be brought 
and understanding that rhetoric will 
not serve. He makes his reader -see 
that It is at least reasonable for mil- 
lions of average people to insist that 
the theory of evolution shall hot be. 
taught in the schools at the expense 
of the taxpayers. The clear state- 
ment of this case, Lippmann thinks, 
is the first thing that is needed so 
the teacher may make up his mind 
what attitude he is going to take.

Similarly with "the 
Chicago case. 


Mr. Lippmann refuses to make it 
merely the. subject of satire. It is im- 
portant,, he thinks. He proceeds • to. 
examine the mental processes .of the 
thousands of people back oil "Mayor.

the best policy. 


The emperor has given instructions 


to "the minister of the imperial house- 
hold department to search throughout 
the empire for unusual instances of 
filial devotion, of-loyalty of servants 
to their masters and of faithfulness of 
wives to husbands. It is the -wish of 
the ruler that outstanding cases of 
such virtues be rewarded at the time 
of his enthronement.

Injj party, J>urlcd Just below the sur- 
face of the ground, half a mile from 
the homo of Erdman's father.

Two notes from Krdrnan were tuck- 


ed In the bosom of her dress. Moisture

A young woman testified
